To bring this event to the attention of radio ama- 
teurs locally and internationally, a group of radio ama- 
teurs will run the ZS3SKA station from the SKA site 
from 23 to 25 October 2009. The call sign, ZS3SKA is 
registered for this event. The station will be active on 
the phone segments of 80, 40, 20 and 15 metres. A 
special QSL card will be issued to those radio amateurs 
who send their QSL cards via the bureau or direct to PO 
Box 273, Strand, 7139, South Africa.

SARL Requests Doc to Add Amateur Radio 
to the Spectrum Policy Document 


Following the publication of the draft radio frequency 
spectrum policy, the SARL has requested the Depart- 
ment of Communication to add more specific wording 
about amateur radio to the document as is the case 
with radio astronomy. 

The SARL propose the following wording: "10.5 Government supports Ra- 
dio Amateurs having continued access to their radio frequencies as designated 
by the ITU table of allocations necessary to continue the application of the radio 
spectrum for self development, investigation into radio science and radio wave 
propagation and the provision of emergency communication services and as a 
support medium to promote STEM (Science Technology, Engineering and Maths) 
amongst the youth of South Africa." 

As an explanatory note STEM has internationally replaced the term ICT - 
Information Communication Technology - as it better represents the broader re- 
quirements of industry, an area in which Amateur Radio can make a major con- 
tribution.
